2. It was explained to the wife of AKgCTOBTTK/l that we would not be able 
to effect her eegxioytaent but that she would have to explore the possibilities 
herself after she arri ve s in Genasny, should she decide to go. She was 
obviously more than a bit disappointed by this but Indicated tint she ^pred- 
ated the cand o r of the statements. She also/ at this time/ Indicated that she 
does not consider it too Important that She establish herself professionally 
in flsTBsay but/ rather/ feels that the most important thing is to know vhat 
the future holds in store for her husband as for as employment is concerned. 

She further stated that she considers It absolutely essential that her 
establish firm roots cm which they con plan their future — both for their sal ^ 
sal that of th eir children. She thinks It is absolutely senseless for her 
hukhend to go on living a "day to day" existence on Clod Rafter 9— an existence 
to which her huSband Is seemingly sot averse.

It was explained to her that AEHAHBKX^l's contract was for a two-year 
period with a possibility that them may be a two-year extension— the extension 
being contingent upon a number of factors. Beyond that, there did mot app e al 1 

to be eny concrete plans for his future. § wife stated that her 

busbend had sane drawing talent. A short discussion ensued on the possibility 
of him going to a school of drafting end design to develop this talent for his 
future gainful employment, the news of the more or less temporary nature of 
her husband's wo A In Germany was quite disturbing to her. It was evident that 
ASXAOTXB/l had never filled In his wife on this aspect.

‘ dissuade her from thinking that It would be a blot on her record, pixafeseioaaally 
or otherwise, should, she take up the noble art of being a housewife. If 
nothing els e la d ear, one thing Is art that is that the personal end marital 
life of AMAWQStE/l art his wife is in pretty art shape. It s e e ms to be ora of 
those situations where she cannot live with him art cannot live without him. 

The same attitude probably exists on his pert.
